Detailed Action 

Applicants' amendments and arguments filed on 11/20/09 and a supplemental 
response on 12/21/09 with claim amendments have been fully considered and are 
deemed to be persuasive to overcome the rejections previously applied. Said 
responses/amendments, amended claims 1, 46, 169, 171 and 275 and cancelled claims 
73, 125, 126, 130, 131, 135, 137, 140, 218, 221, 225, 229, 231-234, 236, 241 and 271- 
274. Thus, claims 1, 46, 56-58, 61, 133, 169, 171 and 275 are pending in this 
application for examination. 

Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office action are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claims 1, 46, 56-58, 61, 133 and 275 are directed to an allowable product. 
Pursuant to the procedures set forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 169 and 171 directed 
to the process of making or using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from 
consideration as a result of a restriction requirement dated 01/18/08 is hereby rejoined 
and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1 .104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1 .142 
have been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action 
mailed on 01/18/08 is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction 
requirement as to the rejoined inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim 
presented in a continuation or divisional application is anticipated by, or includes all the 
limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present application, such claim may be 
subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the 
claims of the instant application. Once the restriction requirement is withdrawn, the

provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 121 1 , 
1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 46, 56-58, 61, 133, 169, 171 and 275 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Following a 
diligent search, it was determined that the prior art neither teaches nor suggests an 
isolated polynucleotide having 95% sequence identity to the nucleic acid sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 7 and encoding a polypeptide having at least 95% sequence identity to the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 8, said polypeptide having glucoamylase activity. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
